MANAGER Eddie 
Howe has praised loan 
goalkeeper Artur 
Boruc for his part in 
Cherries’ rise to the 
upper reaches of the 
Championship. 

Boruc’s arrival from 
Southampton in 
September coincided 
with the start of a run 
which has propelled 
Cherries from 15th to 
second, writes NEIL 
PERRETT. 

The 34-year-old 
Polish international, 
above, has kept six 
clean sheets in nine 
appearances in the 
league ahead of 
today’s home game 
with Ipswich and has 
been beaten on just 
four occasions. 

Boruc, who lined up 
in Poland’s 2-2 draw 
with Switzerland in a 
friendly on Tuesday, 
chalked up another 
shutout in the League 
Cup third round win 
at Cardiff. 

The giant stopper 
kept 14 clean sheets in 
29 games in the 
Premier League last 
season and is set to 
remain with Cherries 
at least until January.

RONALD Koeman is far more 
relaxed about the departure of 
Paul Mitchell than the outside 
world seem to be. Indeed, the 
Saints manager believes it is a 
sign of the club’s strength that 
Tottenham are looking to poach 
staff rather than players from St 
Mary’s.

a good one to continue with our phi¬ 
losophy and good luck to Paul in 
Tottenham.

balling world right now after their 
amazing start to the season. 

Regardless of what happens else¬ 
where over the weekend or in their 
Monday night fixture away to Aston 
Villa, Saints will still be second in 
the Premier League table when they 
welcome Manchester City to St 
Mary’s next weekend. 

It’s been an incredible journey 
from a summer that started with 
such turmoil to see a side now play¬ 
ing attractive and winning football 
having gelled together so quickly. 

“In my opinion that has to be my 
job,” said Koeman, whose appoint¬ 
ment was a key moment. 

“In the beginning it was difficult 
with all the changes but the most 
important is to have a good spirit in 
the team. 

“You can talk about practical 


things, about the way of playing, but 
the most important is the squad and 
they showed from the beginning a 
great ambition to be successful. 

“Important was the first game, 
Liverpool away, because maybe 
some people were a little bit afraid 
about the situation of 
Southampton. 

“We played well, didn’t 
have the result, but we 
are playing good football 
and that is very enjoy¬ 
able for the players. 

“The training sessions 
are a little bit different 
from the past but that is 
normal with a new 
coach and new ideas. 

“We are winning games and the 
most important is the players know 
we have to go game to game. 


“It is still the beginning of the sea¬ 
son. We have 11 games and 25 points, 
last season they had 22 points from 
11 games and that was also a very 
good start to the season. 

“They had five points in the last 
nine games and that is a big differ¬ 
ence. 

“I spoke about that (on 
Friday) because it was 
the first time we had 
everybody in for the 
sessions and we know 
about a tough pro¬ 
gramme until the begin¬ 
ning of January but 
that is for everybody 
and we have a little 
more time because we 
play on Monday.” 

Saints are certainly grabbing head¬ 
lines for how well they are being run 


away from the pitch these days as 
well as their exploits on it. 

It’s something that Koeman has 
very much bought into. 

“We are growing as a club and we 
are doing well and the people are 
enjoying watching Southampton 
and that’s an important thing 
because that’s one of the philoso¬ 
phies of the club - to play attractive, 
good attacking football and that 
brings points and winning games 
and that’s the best way to play foot¬ 
ball,” he said. 

“But still we have played 11 games 
and now we can show until January 
but we like to show until the end of 
the season that we have a strong 
team and it’s difficult to beat 
Southampton. 

“I’m sure it’s difficult to beat us 
and that’s the challenge for the rest 
of the teams.” 

Saints have certainly not been 
harmed by their great start which 
has added belief and confidence to 
the fans as well as the newly assem¬ 
bled squad. 

“It’s always more easier to contin¬ 
ue when the start of the season is 
good, is positive, because the belief 
that the players have is important to 
win games,” reflected Koeman. 

“In my opinion the most important 
is that we keep the way of playing 
away or at home, against Liverpool 
or Man City, it has to be the same. 

“That brings qualities and we work 
on the pitch every day. 

“We don’t play European cup foot¬ 
ball and we have enough training 
sessions to develop individual play¬ 
ers and the whole team.” 

Saints’ progress domestically has 
also been recognised on a global 
level with another 15 international 
call-ups over the last break, and 
debuts for their countries for Jose 
Fonte and Nathaniel Clyne. 

Indeed, if Steven Davis and 
Morgan Schneiderlin recover from 
injuries in time to face Villa on 
Monday, Saints could field an entire 
team of senior international foot¬ 
ballers. 

“A good opportunity,” smiled 
Koeman. 

“I don’t think about those things 
because that’s not important in my 
opinion. 

“I choose the best team for Aston 
Villa and not the best international. 

“We have our way of playing and 
we analyse our opponent like always 
and then we make what’s in our 
opinion the best team to start and 
not those kind of things. 

“Everybody is coming back and in 
all the international calls nobody 
was disappointed. 

“We are very proud Jose made his 
debut for Portugal, Clyney had a 
great performance in both games for 
England and that gives more confi¬ 
dence to the player and to play good 
football you need confidence.” 

And Saints are certainly not a club 
short of confidence these days.

Magpies bag 
six in a row

MOUSSA Sissoko fired Newcastle to a sixth successive 
victory to extend QPR's dismal run on the road. 

The Frenchman won it 12 minutes from time and left the 
visitors still without a single Barclays Premier League 
point away from home. 

However, there was heartache for Newcastle’s Ryan 
Taylor, starting his first Premier League game in 993 
days, when he limped off in tears after just 34 minutes. 

Sadly for the 30-year-old his afternoon was to last bare¬ 
ly half an hour as he departed after going to ground in 
some discomfort with all the indications suggesting yet 
another knee problem. 

But inside the 34 minutes for which he was on the 
pitch, it was he who had looked the most likely man to 
break the deadlock, prompting the home side forward 
and arriving late into the box to apply the finishing touch 
to a series of moves. 

Unfortunately for him, he was unable to take either of 
the two gilt-edged opportunities which fell his way as 
Green tipped his curling 17th-minute shot over and then 
claimed his side-footed effort after Ayoze Perez and 
Cabella had set him up following full-back Yun Suk- 
young's misplaced pass. 

Both sides had penalty appeals rightly waved away by 
referee Chris Foy after Massadio Haidara went down 
under Sandro's challenge and Leroy Fer under Mike 
Williamson's. However, Taylor's premature departure 
changed the game with the visitors sensing their chance 
and with Barton making an impact, they pressed the 
Magpies back.

CHELSEA EXTEND 


CHELSEA 2 WEST BROMO 

CHELSEA’S title charge shows no signs 
of abating, with West Brom the latest 
side swatted away by Jose Mourinho’s 
men. 

West Brom were the Blues' latest victims, 
with first-half goals from Diego Costa and 
Eden Hazard securing Chelsea a victory 
that was far more dominant than the 2-0 
scoreline suggests. 

It was their sixth straight league win this 
season at Stamford Bridge - which was far 
more atmospheric than the last outing 
against QPR - and a result saw the Blues 
extend their lead over Saints at the top of 
the table to seven points. 

It did not take long for Costa to open the 
scoring here, with the striker, now fully-fit 
after various niggles, impressively notching 
his 11th goal in just 10 league matches after 
offside calls were ignored. 

Hazard extended the Blues' lead soon after 
with a fizzing strike which took a slight 
deflection as it beat the otherwise excellent 
Ben Foster, whose goal always looked likely 
to breached further when Claudio Yacob 
was given a straight red card.

As if being 2-0 down to the league leaders 


was not tough enough, the Baggies were 
reduced to 10 men just before the half-hour 
mark. 

Yacob, making his first league start of the 
campaign, launched into a heavy, two-foot¬ 
ed challenge on Costa just outside the box.

BURNLEY’S resurgence continued as a quickfire brace 
early on from Danny Ings secured a 2-1 win at Stoke 
that took the Clarets off the bottom of the Barclays 
Premier League table. 

Sean Dyche's men had claimed their first victory of the 
season in their last outing by defeating Hull 1-0 at home, 
and they looked determined from the off to add three 
more points at the Britannia Stadium, with striker Ings 
taking advantage of sloppy play from the Potters to tuck 
in from close range in the 12th and 13th minutes. 

Jonathan Walters pulled a goal back for the home side 
in the 32nd minute and Burnley had to withstand plenty 
of pressure as the game continued. 

But they held out for a triumph that sees them rise to 
18th in the table. 

Ings’ brace marked a continuation of momentum for 
the player, who had netted twice for England Under-21s 
at his home ground Turf Moor during the international 
break. 

But it was notable as well, as Burnley's top-scorer 
from their 2013/14 promotion campaign notched his 
second and third goals for them this term, that Stoke - 
without injured duo Marc Wilson and Erik Pieters in 
defence - had provided him with a significant helping 
hand for each goal. 

First, Pieters' replacement Marc Muniesa lost the ball 
and in the move that followed, Asmir Begovic's parry 
from Ashley Barnes' cross teed Ings up nicely for a slot¬ 
ted finish. 

Then, just over a minute and a half later, Burnley's for¬ 
mer Stoke man Michael Kightly got the better of Phil 
Bardsley and had the space to burst forward down the 
left and cross to an unmarked Ings, who once again 
despatched the chance. 

Stoke then began to get into the game, with the lively 
Bojan Krkic having a shot deflect wide. Soon after, the 
Spaniard provided the delivery which Walters converted 
with a diving header, goalkeeper Tom Heaton getting a 
hand to the effort but unable to keep it out. 

Victor Moses - he of the recent diving "cheat" accu¬ 
sations from Swansea boss Garry Monk - then had 
penalty claims waved away after going down in the box 
in a questionable-looking manner, before curling in a 
shot that Heaton palmed away. 

Stoke's quest for an equaliser continued after the 
break as Moses skewed wide, Marne Biram Diouf just 
failed to meet a delightful Bojan cross properly with his 
head, and referee Martin Atkinson dismissed Potters 
claims that Kieran Trippier had handballed in the box. 

Moses then departed the field clutching his thigh, 
Marko Arnautovic coming on in his place, before Steven 
Nzonzi sent the ball over Heaton's bar from a cut-back 
to the edge of the area. 

While Mark Hughes looked convinced Burnley were 
taking every opportunity to eat up more minutes, he will 
also have been frustrated by his own side's further exer¬ 
tions not yielding a goal, with a couple of attempts from 
substitute Charlie Adam proving unsuccessful. 

The Clarets held firm with some brave defending and 
might have even scored a third goal during the closing 
stages as Begovic denied substitute Lukas Jutkiewicz.

GIVEN the alternatives available nowa¬ 
days, most readers insist upon a book’s 
opening being immediately captivating. 
It’s a must if authors want people to get 
past their first, carefully-crafted half 
dozen introductory pages, otherwise the 
book is likely to be jettisoned in favour 
of something else. 

Your reviewer was on page 27 of The 
Road to Nowhere before realising that 
Tris Dixon had successfully captured my 
attention. This book is that good. 

Arriving in New York from England 
after selling his car, a transaction which 
just about cleared his overdraft, Dixon 
sets out, initially as an ‘average’ boxer 
(his description) intent on staying 
Stateside for six months, with plans to 
learn from the fight game’s very best. 

In his first few months in the Catskill 
Mountains in upstate New York, he 
trains, spars, sleeps rough on several 
occasions (money - or the lack of it - is 
a constant theme), finds a dogsbody job 
at an Italian resort and boxes for Kevin 
Rooney, Mike Tyson’s old trainer. 

When the experience fails to produce 
a satisfactory ending, Dixon moves to 
Atlantic City. He admits to “really need¬ 
ing a result”, whereupon he is offered 
the opportunity to interview Micky Ward 
on behalf of Boxing News. After making 
a return Greyhound bus journey to 
Boston and filing his copy, which clearly 
pleases the 
magazine’s 
editor, the 
wannabe 
boxer is trans¬ 
formed into a 
writer and so 
Dixon’s new 
journey 
begins. 

What follows 
is a boxing 
odyssey, an 
often warm, 
sometimes 
terrifying, 

always compelling voyage which takes 
the author from Rocky Castellani in 
Atlantic City to Marvin Johnson in 
Indianapolis, as well as dozens of mem¬ 
orable places - and names - in 
between. Armed with what he calls a 
“stalker-like resolve”, Dixon successfully 
tracks down and meets a long list of for¬ 
gotten boxers, including former world 
champions. 

Some are successful, others washed 
up. Some have invested wisely, others 
must continue working for a living. 

“That’s always been a problem for 
fighters,” writes Dixon, “that when they 
are so immersed in boxing they never 
give life after the sport a second 
thought; not out of carelessness but 
because they are so fixated on the 
immediate goal they do not look beyond 
it for fear of losing focus.” 

Dixon’s obvious love for, and fixation 
with, the noble art is evident throughout 
this outstanding work.

DUSAN Tadic has already emerged as one of 
the best summer 2014 signings made by a 
Premier League club. 

The Serbian international was top of the 
assists league in the Dutch League last sea¬ 
son, with 14, and was one of the Erevidisie’s 
top scorers as well with 16 strikes. 

Tadic has already contributed six assists in 
Saints’ sensational start to the top flight sea¬ 
son, including four in the 8-0 rout of 
Sunderland. 

Only two other Premier League players 
have provided more assists - Cesc Fabregas 
of Chelsea (9) and Swansea’s Gylfi 
Sigurdsson (7). 

But Tadic is out on his own when it comes 
to creating chances for his teammates - 
leading the Premier League list with 35. 

His successes in England might have taken 
some pundits by surprise, but one man who 
is not at all amazed is MICHIEL JONGSMA. 

The Dutchman has been a regular contrib¬ 
utor to Dutch football websites in recent 
years and has followed Tadic’s career close¬ 
ly- 

Here, he gives Saints fans an intriguing 
insight into Tadic’s background. 


FOR many in England, Dusan 
Tadic arrived at 
Southampton as an 
unknown entity. 

And one can imagine a 25-year- 
old winger from Serbia who 
spent four years in the 
Eredivisie does not sound like 
something to get overly excited 
about. 

Tadic lacks the dashing looks 
of Graziano Pelle and had no 
formidable national team per¬ 
formance at Wembley carrying 
his reputation, as was the case 
with Dane Christian Eriksen 
last season. 

Nonetheless, it has only taken 
the left-footed wizard a handful 
of Premier League games to 
establish his name in the 
English top tier. 

After a very respectable three 
assists in his first seven league 
outings, Tadic exploded into 
action against Sunderland, 
becoming only the sixth player 
ever to deliver four assists in 
one Premier League match and 
also scoring a goal. 

IDENTIFIED 


Those who had witnessed the 
tricky left-footer in the 
Eredivisie were at a loss to 
explain why he was not identi¬ 
fied by a big club before. 

From his debut for Vojvodina 
Novi Sad, until his departure to 
the Dutch League, the youngster 
had impressed. 

After three seasons at 
Vojvodina in the Serbian 
Superliga, the then 21-year-old 
Tadic decided it was time to 
move on. 

With bigger clubs interested 
(there was interest from Spain, 
Germany, Italy, France and 
Russia), Tadic decided to join FC 
Groningen, a club renowned for 
developing the talents of Arjen 
Robben, Luis Suarez and, coinci¬ 
dentally, also Ronald and Erwin 
Koeman. 

His first performance for the 
club in 2010 was a remarkable 
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one.In the season opener against 
Ajax, Tadic was instrumental in a 
fightback from 0-2 down as he 
gave the assist for the 2-2 equalis¬ 
er. 

Then World Cup runner-up 
Gregory van der Wiel was given a 
run-around, with many blaming 
fatigue. 

In the games following, it 
became apparent it was more due 


to Tadic’s quality. With striker 
Matavz as his finisher and left 
back Fredrik Stenman as his legs 
and muscle, Tadic quickly 
became the fulcrum of the team. 

MESS! 

He ended the season on 21 
assists in all competitions, a 
number only bettered by Mesut 


Ozil and Lionel Messi. In his sec¬ 
ond season at FC Groningen, 
Tadic was less successful, as his 
two companions Matavz and 
Stenman left and the tean went 
through their worst season in 
almost a decade. 

Tadic was not nearly as impres¬ 
sive as in his debut season, but 
kept on showing glimpses of his 
immense potential.

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League he often carried his 
team, leading them to third 
place and becoming assist king 
of the season once again. 

He was also Twente’s top scor¬ 
er with 16 goals and the 
inevitable had happened: Dusan 
Tadic had outgrown the 
Eredivisie. 

The current success of Tadic 
in the Premier League has come 
as somewhat of a surprise to 
many, but those who have 
watched him up close knew it 
wasn’t a gamble. 

Tadic has always been mature 
beyond his years and has 
always adapted quite easily to a 
new environment. 

Few footballers have built up 
their career as gradually as 
Tadic. 

Throughout his career he has 
resisted bigger clubs and bigger 
contracts in order to take every 
step well-considered. 

In general, it is difficult to find 
a footballer who is less uncon- 
troversial off the field than 
Dusan Tadic, such is his devo¬ 
tion to his profession. 

He only missed two of a possi¬ 
ble 136 Eredivisie games during 
his time in the Netherlands, one 
coming through suspension and 
the other through injury. 

While passionate and dedicat¬ 
ed, Tadic is as cool as they 
come. 

That is not to say he is boring. 


FC Twente, though, had seen 
enough and signed the Serb in 
March 2012 in order to fend off 
competition. 

Tadic expressed his desire of 
winning an Eredivisie title, 
explaining his move of nearly 8 
million euros, a hefty fee in the 
eyes of some. 

But in his first league game for 
FC Twente, he showed his former 


club why he had earned them that 
sum of money. 

BATTERING 

Battering FC Groningen 4-1, 
Tadic was elusive, scoring twice 
and providing assists for the oth¬ 
ers.Tadic provided a assist on his 
league debut for FC Groningen, 
FC Twente and Saints. 


FC Twente failed to mount a 
title challenge in 2012/13 after 
enduring one of their worst sea¬ 
sons of the last decade, but Tadic 
was one of their brightest lights. 

Racking up double figures for 
both goals and assists in the 
league, many expected the Serb to 
leave. 

But Tadic stayed, and in his 
fourth season in the Dutch 


A good professional off the 
pitch, the Serb has always been 
one of the better on it as he has 
always mesmerised both oppo¬ 
nents and crowds. 

Showing a boyish enthusiasm 
and love for the game, he cele¬ 
brates his football moments with 
an almost old-fashioned delight. 

Tadic might not be the quickest 
in pace, but his acceleration is 
up to scratch and he is a very 
quick thinker. 

He always seems able to dictate 
the pace of play when he is on 
the ball. 

His vision stands out and gifted 
with the most competent of left 
feet he is able to execute almost 
every plan he has. 

He is a formidable dribbler 
with a turn so cute it would 
make Johan Cruyff blush. 

His right foot is very much a 
work in progress, but at 25 there 
is still time to improve. 

The man from Baeka Topola 
has consistently been one of the 
better players at his club 
throughout his career. Early 
signs suggest that is again the 
case at Southampton. 

For years, his qualities have 
gone somewhat under the radar, 
as his potential has only been 
recognised by his fellow coun¬ 
trymen in the last two years. 

With his reputation growing, 
one wonders how far he can go 
in his career. 

Based on his development over 
the last few years, almost any¬ 
thing seems possible. 

Southampton have got them¬ 
selves another gem, and a very 
likable one too.

Spurs’ dismal track record with signings 
shows the fallacy in that approach. 

As an example look at how they frittered 
away the £80m or so they got from Real Madrid 
for Gareth Bale. 

Normally you’d have to say that an offer like 
that could not be refused. 

With that sort of money you could buy four 
good quality players that could walk into most 
sides looking to break into the Champions 
League. 

Spurs took that money and effectively blew it. 
They finished a place or two down from their 
previous season and this season has been an 
unmitigated disaster. 

Quite how they think that reuniting Mitchell 
with Potchettino is a good option is beyond me. 
Mitchell oversaw some great buys with 
Koeman but has everyone forgotten Osvaldo or 
Lovren? Much was made of the Argentine’s 


relationship with Osvaldo and how he could 
harness his talent and yet the Italian’s time at 
St Mary’s was a complete catastrophe from 
start to finish. 

Lovren had one good season but is having a 
shocker now. 

There’s no doubting Mitchell’s ability but I 
for one won’t bat an eyelid at his departure. 

The club will move on and, if anything, the 
international break has highlighted just how 
far Southampton Football Club has come. 

In time you may look back at this article and 
agree with me when I say that Southampton 
Football Club right now is as important to 
England as West Ham was in the 1960s.

THE idol worship of Paul Schoies has been 
h ful swing since his first retirement in 
the summer of 2011. 

The decision to call time on his career was 
only broken due to a midfield injury crisis in 
January 2012, when Manchester United were 
trailing behind neighbours City in the league 
and had been thrashed 6-1 by their bitter rivals, 
at Old Trafford, in a memorable, humiliating 
contest. 

Schoies went on to play 21 times that season in 
all competitions, scoring four goals. 

United, after a shaky period before the new 
year, went unbeaten until April 11, in a 1-0 
defeat to Wigan, which Schoies did not feature 
in. 

His importance for United was, therefore, 
rightfully recognised. 

The way that they moved the ball had not felt 
right without him, and people began to under¬ 
stand how talented Schoies was at passing the 
ball. 

In the last five Premier League seasons, only 
six players have completed more passes per 
game than Schoies (54.4). 

He also boasted a pass accuracy of 91 per cent 
from August 2009 until his second retirement, 
in the summer of 2013. 

Although these are very impressive statistics, 
it is his range of passing that United have 
missed in the last two seasons. 

Since August 2009, Schoies recorded an 80.8 
per cent long ball accuracy rate, notably higher 
than other so-called ‘long ball experts’ like 
Steven Gerrard (74.8) or Frank Lampard (74.1). 


UNPARALLELED 


United still miss

Indeed, Schoies’ cross-field passes are unpar¬ 
alleled, as nobody in memory comes close to 
being able to produce the accuracy, speed, fre¬ 
quency and timing that he did. 

But these passes served a more effective pur¬ 
pose than simply looking pretty. 

United have always played with speedy 
wingers - people like Ryan Giggs and Cristiano 
Ronaldo - who are/were at their best when run¬ 
ning at defenders on the flank. 

Schoies needed only to patiently keep posses¬ 
sion in the middle of the park, lull the opposi¬ 
tion into a relaxed state, and suddenly ping a 40- 
yard ball over to the winger for a quick, unex¬ 
pected injection of pace. 

It sounds simple, but Schoies’ greatest assets 
were his timing and his footballing brain. 

He knew when to stretch teams and when to 
be compact. 

Often, especially at Old Trafford, United 
found themselves facing a compact, ten-man 
defensive line. 

In these situations, it certainly helps to have a 
passer like Schoies, who can stretch the opposi¬ 
tion and tire them by making them chase his 
long, cross-field balls. 

In a well-publicised Monday Night Football 
clip, where Gary Neville and Jamie Carragher 
debate the merits of Schoies, Lampard and 
Gerrard, Neville credited this asset as being 
the reason why United managed to score 
so many late goals. 

When Schoies retired - both times - the 
tempo and purpose to United’s passing 
was notably absent. 

The difference was apparent, for exam¬ 
ple, when he came off the bench against 
Southampton away, in September 2012, 
during his first return to the team. 

United were 2-1 down, and facing a com¬ 
pact, counter-attacking Saints side, who 
were giving them no space through the cen 
tre. 

Schoies came off the bench and 
began dictating the tempo, 


spreading passes left and right, and bringing 
Rafael da Silva and Antonio Valencia into the 
game. 

United went on to score from two crosses, 
albeit one was a comer, to make it 3-2 in injury 
time. 

Robin van Persie received the plau¬ 
dits for his hat- trick, but it was 
Schoies who had changed the 
game. 

DHnmwm 

This season, Daley Blind has 
demonstrated an ability to dic¬ 
tate the tempo. 

His pass accuracy, positioning 
and intelligence are valuable assets 
to the team. 

The problem is that he doesn’t have 
as vast a range of passing, and 
that can sometimes result 


in United becoming a bit pedestrian. Ander 
Herrera and Michael Carrick both have the 
ability to spread the ball wide and keep the 
ball, much like Schoies. 

Although good, they are simply not Schoies, 
and cannot match his frequency or timing, 
sometimes resulting in dispossession. 

It is telling that Louis van Gaal, pictured 
left, has effectively stopped playing with 
wingers - a Manchester United tradition - 
and has begun with a slower, narrower for¬ 
mation where the fullbacks overlap the mid¬ 
fielders. 

United simply don’t have the ability to rely 
on spraying passes out wide anymore. 

The required re-think is partially why 
United have struggled this season. 

As Van Gaal tries to educate his ranks on 
how to move the ball quickly through the 
middle, how he must wish he had a certain 
Mancunian ginger midfield maestro to lead 
the way. 


‘Southampton 
way’ gets its 
recognition 


with England 


WATCHING England play Scotland 
this week, I was gobsmacked at how 
many current or former Saints play¬ 
ers were in Roy Hodgson’s squad. 

Of the 22 players the England man¬ 
ager had available that night, eight 
of them had links to Southampton, 
with many of them being products of 
the club’s academy. 

I know the focus is always on how 
the first-team are doing - and, right 
now, they are performing exception¬ 
ally well - but look at what that tells 
you about the club as a whole, the 
academy and the ‘Southampton 
Way’. 

For me, it was like a shining bea¬ 
con, and a fabulous indication of 
what Southampton is all about. 

Nathaniel Clyne, pictured, took a 
lot of credit after what I believe was 
an extremely important 3-1 win for 
England, and deservedly so. 

I thought he did extremely well, 
especially how he dealt with the 
extremely quick Ikechi Anya. 

With Luke Shaw on 
the other side, it is 
something to 
think that, just a 
few months 
ago, both of 
England’s full¬ 
backs were 
Southampton 
players. 

Matches 

between Scotland 
and England are 
always tremendous affairs. 

I once played in such a fixture, at 
Hampden Park, in 1964, as part of 
the Home International 
Championship - a tournament that I 
would like to see reignited again. 

There was an astonishing crowd of 
133,245, and, as you can imagine, 
the atmosphere was incredible. 

Unfortunately for us, we lost 1-0, to 
an Alan Gilzean goal. 

Mind you, back then, Scotland 
boasted quite a team, with their side 
also including players such as Denis 
Law and Jim Baxter, who had both 
played for a World XI against 
England the year before, at 
Wembley. 

That was the sort of quality 
Scotland had. Compare that to now, 
though, and it is chalk and cheese. 

Only two players in their team on 
Wednesday played in the Premier 
League - Steven Naismith, at 
Everton, and Andy Roberston, for 
Hull. Back in my day, every team in 
the First Division would have quality 
Scottish players in their team. 

That might be a true reflection of 
where Scotland are now, but also 
what a fine job ex-Southampton 
manager Gordon Strachan has done 
in getting them performing so well in 
Euro 2016 qualifying.

Ron's men a 
FOUR-ce to be 
reckoned with 

SAINTS are aiming to become the 
14th club to finish in the top four of 
the Premier League since the top 
flight was rebranded in 1992. 

If Ronald Koeman’s, pictured 
below, men were to claim such a fin¬ 
ish, it would be the most amazing 
achievement in the elite league in 
modern times. 

Norwich finished in the top four 
once, but that was in the Premier 
League’s first season in 1992/93 
when the top flight’s financial land¬ 
scape was much changed from the 
one we see today. 



Nottingham Forest finished third in 
1994/95, their first season back in 
the top flight after relegation in Brian 
Clough’s final season as manager in 
1992/93. 

Since the start of the 2005/06 sea¬ 
son, only six clubs have finished in 
the top four - the two Manchester 
clubs, Arsenal, Liverpool, Chelsea 
and Tottenham.

IT has been a near perfect start 
to the season for Saints fans. 

Their team has continued to defy 
summer predictions of struggle and 
have emerged as the surprise side 
of the 2014/15 Premier League so 
far. 

The 2-0 success against Leicester 
was the club’s eighth win in nine 
league matches - their best-ever 
top flight run in such a timeframe. 

Saints, amazingly, have opened 
up a healthy seven-point gap 
between themselves and fifth 
placed Swansea ahead of this week¬ 
end’s games. 

Ronald Koeman’s men have been 
second since beating Stoke on 
October 25, the longest time they 
have held such a position for more 
than 30 years. 

Saints finished the 1983/84 season 
as runners-up, but they only 
jumped into second spot by win¬ 
ning their last match of the season. 

Prior to that, Lawrie McMenemy’s 
men had briefly been second in 
September and October 1983. 

Before that, McMenemy’s side 
topped the old First Division table 
between the end of January 1982 
and early March the same year. 

In addition to Saints’ own success¬ 
es, fans have taken great delight in 
the fortunes of the men who left St 
Mary’s last summer. 

Mauricio Pochettino has overseen 
one of Tottenham’s worst starts to a 
Premier League season in the last 
ten years. 

And Adam Lallana, Dejan Lovren 
and Rickie Lambert have all played 
a part in Liverpool’s joint-worst 
start to a Premier League season 
(in terms of points) since the very 
first post-rebranding campaign of 
1992/93.

King Artur: Boruc 
the pick of players 
loaned by Saints 


ARTUR Boruc has emerged as the out¬ 
standing performer amongst the players 
Ronald Koeman has sent out on loan this 
season. 

The Polish international keeper lost his 
place as the No 1 choice at St Mary’s as 
soon as Koeman splashed out £10m to 
sign Fraser Forster from Celtic. 

Boruc had been Mauricio Pochettino’s 
undisputed first choice last season, and 
had kept an impressive 14 clean sheets 
in 29 Premier League outings. 

Following Forster’s arrival, Boruc was 
loaned out to AFC Bournemouth. 

And while Forster has made a superb 
start to life at Saints, so Boruc has 
helped Cherries emerge as the 
Championship’s surprise promotion con¬ 
tenders. 

Forster is part of the tightest defence in 
English football. 

But Boruc currently boasts a better 
personal record than the England interna¬ 
tional. 

Following Saints’ win over Leicester, 
Forster has conceded only five goals in 
11 Premier League games at an average 
of a goal every 198 minutes. 

But Boruc can better that. 

After keeping his fifth clean sheet in his 
last six league games in a 0-0 draw at 
Middlesbrough, the Polish international 
has only conceded four goals in his nine 
league outings for the Cherries. 

That works out at an average of a goal 
every 202.5 minutes. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at how 
the other Saints loanees are doing... 

Jos Hooiveld 

The Dutch centre half is on a season- 
long loan at Carrow Road. 

He has only made five Championship 
appearances since joining Norwich in 
September, making his debut in a 4-2 
win at Cardiff City. 

Hooiveld, a regular 
when Saints won 
promotion from the 
second tier in 
2011/12, has played 
90 minutes against 
Cardiff, Brentford, 

Birmingham and Blackpool. 

He managed 75 minutes against 
Rotherham before being substituted. 

Hooiveld has not appeared for the 
Canaries since the beginning of October. 

He was an unused sub in the 2-1 loss 
at Nottingham Forest. 

Jack Stephens 

The 20-year-old defender re-joined 
Swindon in September after spending 
the latter half of 2013/14 on loan to the 
League 1 club. 

Stephens has made nine league 
appearances so far and has also 
played once in both the FA Cup and 
the JTP trophy. 

He is on the verge of a 
suspension, having picked 
up four yellow cards 
already, and Swindon 
have only managed two 
clean sheets when 
Stephens has 
appeared. 

Stephens has 
completed the full 
90 minutes in ten 
of his 11 appear¬ 
ances. 

The exception 
was the 5-0 FA 
Cup humiliation 
at lower divi¬ 
sion 

Cheltenham, 
when he was 
taken off just 
after the hour 
mark.

Jordan Turnbull 

Turnbull is also at Swindon on a sea¬ 
son-long loan. 

He made his professional debut in a 3- 
1 win over Scunthorpe back in August. 

Since joining the Robins, Turnbull has 
made 22 appearances with 17 of them 
coming in the league. 

He has also played twice 
in both the League Cup 
and the JPT Trophy 
as well as appearing 
in the FA Cup deba¬ 
cle at Cheltenham. 

Like Stephens, he too 
is on the verge of a sus¬ 
pension having picked up four cautions. 

He has managed to play the entire 90 
minutes in all his appearances, but 
Swindon have struggled to keep clean 
sheets - just four in Turnbull’s 22 games. 

Gaston Ramirez 

The Uruguyan enigma joined Hull City 
on a season-long loan on the last day of 
the transfer window. 

If he moved to 
Humberside believing 
he would be playing 
more regularly than 
he did for Saints last 
season, he has so far 
been proved totally wrong. 

Ramirez, once Saints’ club record sign¬ 
ing in the summer of 2012, has made six 
Premier League appearances - all as a 
second half sub. The longest run he has 
been given was 39 minutes in the 1-0 
loss at Burnley. 

Dani Osvaldo 

Since joining Inter Milan on a season- 
long loan, Osvaldo has made a total of 
12 appearances for the club. 

He has made four 
starts in Serie A and 
three off the bench. 

In his first start, he 
scored twice in a 7-0 
thrashing of Sassuolo. 

Osvaldo, who remains 
Saints’ record signing, 
came off the bench to score in a 2-0 win 
against Atlanta and also netted from the 
start in a 4-1 home drubbing by Cagliari. 

That four goals in seven games return 
is a big improvement on his loan spell 
with Juventus in the second half of last 
season, when he only managed one 
goal in 11 Serie A appearances - only 
four of which were starts. In addition, 
the Italian international has also made 
five Europa League appearances, scor¬ 
ing once. 

Jake Sinclair 

The winger has only made three 
S appearances since joining 
Hibernian on a season-long loan. 
Sinclair made his debut off the 
bench in a 3-2 Scottish 

Championship win against 
Cowdenbeath on 
September 13 in which 
he played 22 minutes. 

, He started a week 
later in a 1-0 loss to 
Queen Of The South, 
^ being substituted on 
v the hour mark. 

He also featured 
as a second-half 
sub in the 0-0 
home return 
against Queen Of 
The South.

September 5, 1966 
ASTON VILLA 0 SAINTS 1 

With both teams languishing in the bottom half 
of the league, Saints travelled to Villa Park look¬ 
ing to move into the top half of the table. After 
Ron Davies’s goal in the 50th minute, Saints held 
on to record their first ever victory at Villa Park, 
pushing them up to eighth in the table. 

March 15, 1975 
ASTON VILLA 3 SAINTS 0 

Aston Villa, who were sitting pretty in second 
place, welcomed a Saints side struggling for sur¬ 
vival in Division 2. Three second-half goals from 
Villa proved too much for the away side. Villa 
later went on to gain promotion. 

September 2, 1978 
ASTON VILLA 1 SAINTS 1 

Newly promoted back to the top tier of English 
football, Lawrie McMenemy’s side were given 
the tough task of playing at Villa Park early on in 
the season. Despite going a goal down in the 23rd 
minute, the Saints fought back through a fine 
header from Chris Nicholl to earn them a point. 

October 6, 1979 
ASTON VILLA 3 SAINTS 0 

Two quick goals before half time and another 
in the second half ensured that Saints travelled 
back to the south coast empty handed after miss¬ 
ing a host of chances. 

March 28, 1981 
ASTON VILLA 2 SAINTS 1 

Saints got off to flying start after they took the 
lead through an own goal from Allan Evans. 
However, two goals in quick succession before 
half-time gave the hosts the ascendancy. Villa 
would not only hold on to win the game but they 
also went on to win the league. 

February 10, 1982 
ASTON VILLA 1 SAINTS 1 

A Kevin Keegan header from 12 yards out put 
Saints ahead only for the reigning champions to 
peg them back in the 67th minute. 

January 3, 1983

Aston Villa breezed past a young Saints side 
with goals from Gordon Cowans and Allan 
Evans (penalty). 

September 24, 1984 
ASTON VILLA 1 SAINTS 0 

Saints suffered their first loss of the season 
with Peter Withe scoring the only goals of the 
game. Saints finished the game with ten men 
after Frank Worthington was dismissed early in 
the second half. 

November 17, 1984 
ASTON VILLA 2 SAINTS 2 

After finishing second in the league the previ¬ 
ous season, Saints showed great resilience to bat¬ 
tle back from 2-0 to earn a point. Two Joe Jordan 
headers after the break capped an impressive 
comeback. 

FEBRUARY 1, 1986 
ASTON VILLA 0 SAINTS 0 


Although neither side could break the dead¬ 
lock, Saints would finish the season two points 
ahead of Villa in 14th. 

October 11,1986 
ASTON VILLA 3 SAINTS 1 

Danny Wallace brought the only highlight of 
the match for Saints when he lashed home from 
close range. Villa would later be relegated. 

May 2, 1989 

ASTON VILLA 1 SAINTS 2 

Saints took the lead inside the first minute with 
a Rod Wallace header. They doubled their advan¬ 
tage when Paul Rideout touched in Matt Le 


Tissier’s cross. Villa pulled one back late on but 
it wasn’t enough as Saints recorded their first 
win at Villa Park since 1966. 

January 20, 1990 
ASTON VILLA 2 SAINTS 1 

Tony Daley put the hosts ahead before Glenn 
Cockerill levelled in the second half with a stun¬ 
ning half volley. A late strike from Kevin Gage 
ensured a tenth home win in a row for Villa. 

August 8, 1990

Saints went ahead in the opening fixture of the 
campaign through Matt Le Tissier on seven min-

December 28, 1991

Richard Dryden’s own goal gave Villa victory 
in the last match of the season. 

December 20, 1997

Ian Taylor opened the scoring for Villa but 
Saints quickly got back on level terms through 
Egil Ostenstad. Matt Le Tissier had a goal ruled 
out. 

April 4, 1999 

ASTON VILLA 3 SAINTS 0 

Struggling in the relegation zone, Saints crum¬ 
bled after the dismissal of Claus Lundekvam 
shortly before half-time. Mark Draper, Julian 
Joachim and Dion Dublin were on target for 
Villa. 

November 6, 1999 
ASTON VILLA 0 SAINTS 1 

The deadlock was broken by a late goal from 
Dean Richards. 

April 24, 2001 

ASTON VILLA 0 SAINTS 0 

Striker James Beattie saw his first-half header 
ruled out for offside in this stalemate. 

April 27, 2002 
ASTON VILLA 2 SAINTS 1 

In his first game back after being sidelined with 
an ankle injury, James Beattie scored a late con¬ 
solation following a first-half double from 
Darius Vassell. Results elsewhere meant that 
Saints were safe from the drop going into the 
final game of the season.

James Beattie scored from the spot early in the 
second half after Brett Ormerod had been held 
back by goalkeeper Peter Enckelman.

Dian Dublin’s goal on the stroke of half-time 
sealed the points for Villa. 

August 14, 2004

Villa won the opening game of the season 
thanks to first-half goals from Darius Vassell 
and Carlton Cole. Saints went on to be relegated. 

January 12, 2013 
ASTON VILLA 0 SAINTS 1 

In their first Premier League campaign for 
seven seasons, a 34th minute Rickie Lambert 
penalty meant that Saints recorded back-to-back 
wins over the Villans. 

April 19, 2014 

ASTON VILLA 0 SAINTS 0 

This draw saw Villa drop down to 15th while 
Mauricio Pochettino’s Saints stayed eighth - 
their ultimate finishing spot in the league.

EASTLEIGH DERBY DELIGHT 


EASTLEIGH recorded just their 
second away win of the 
Vanarama Conference season 
with a smash and grab 2-0 vic¬ 
tory over Hampshire-rivals 
Aldershot Town at the Electrical 
Services Stadium today. 

The opening goal on the brink of 
half-time saw Craig McAllister prod 
the ball across the line from yards 
out amongst a melee on the line. 

Both side’s players and the crowd 
alike had a pause of puzzlement to 
whether it had gone over the line or 
not before the referee adjudged it to 
be a goal, writes PETER HOWARD. 

The Eastleigh second, amidst a 
flurry of efforts by the Shots in the 
second half, saw Stuart Fleetwood 
slam home from the penalty spot 
with aplomb after Jaydon Gibbs had 
handled in the box. 

Aldershot never gave up and had a 
couple of penalty shout turned down 
themselves, but Eastleigh’s defend¬ 
ing was excellent as they extend 
their unbeaten run to seven matches 
in all competitions and are looking 
like real promotion contenders. 

The opening ten minutes saw nei¬ 
ther side stamp any authority on the 
match. Though, in that time, 
Fleetwood did register the first shot 
of the afternoon for both sides - his 
effort deflecting out for a corner 
from the edge of the box. 

Shots, who’d had a busy week with 
an epic FA Cup win over Portsmouth 
on Wednesday, were building a good 
foundation of possession as the 
match ticked over 20 minutes. Goal 
hero from the 1-0 first round victory, 
Mark Molesley, fired well over from 
range as they looked to test keeper 
Ross Flitney. 

The home side followed that pres¬ 
sure up with three successive cor¬ 
ners. The first of which found mid¬ 
fielder Kieron Forbes just outside 
the area - his powerful first time 
shot was bravely intercepted by 
Stanley on the line, and it went out 
for another corner. 

The next one was dealt with well by 
Flitney, with the Spitfires’ goalkeep¬ 
er punching away. The other was 
also ushered away by the organised 
Eastleigh defence. 

The visitors remained calm under 
the pressure from their Hampshire 
rivals and created a few opportuni¬ 
ties of their own. Michael Green 
fizzed a long range effort just past 
the Aldershot post and McAllister 
and James Constable linked well, 
with the latter blasting a shot at goal, 
but it was blocked. 

As the game approached the half 
hour, Andy Scott’s side won a free- 
kick 25-yards out after Naby Diallo 
was fouled. Sam Hatton bent it 
round the wall to the right, but 
Flitney was alert and impressively 
parried away. 

It quickly broke to the other end 
and Jaydon Gibbs miss-timed an 
interception. However, the ball was 
moving too quickly for McAllister to 
get the ball under his spell. 

Moments later a dangerous 
McAllister cross evaded everyone in 
the box, including the onrushing 
Eastleigh midfield and it bounced 
out harmlessly. 

Eastleigh were beginning to press 



and impose themselves on the game. 
On 37 minutes a last ditch tackle by 
former Salisbury City defender 
Glenn Wilson stopped Constable 
from going one-on-one. 

Some great build-up play then 
forced Shots stopper Phil Smith to 
come away from his goal in an 
attempt to smother the ball. 

But Eastleigh kept the ball away 
from him and after one blocked 
attempt, Jai Reason curled another 
one narrowly wide. 

On the brink of interval, the 
Spitfires’ pressure told in curious 
circumstances. If there ever was a 
call for goal-line technology at this 
level this was it. Fleetwood made a 
jinking run into the Aldershot box 
from the right side - as he entered 
the box he squared. 

McAllister was alert and saw the 
opportunity to prod the ball goal- 
wards, inches away from the out¬ 
stretched Smith. The ball was 
adjudged by the assistant referee to 
have crossed the line as Smith 
attempted to push it away from the 
goal, 1-0. 

As the goal was given, there were 
unanimous confused looks across 
the Electrical Services Stadium. The 
162 travelling fans broke into 
delayed celebration, but there was 
little doubt in the officials mind that 
it had crossed the line. 


After the break Aldershot went on 
the hunt for a leveller. Leaping high¬ 
est from a corner, Dan Holman’s 
header snuck narrowly wide of the 
post and some good work, saw 
Gibbs’s cross deflected narrowly 
wide of Flitney’s goal. 

It wasn’t all Shots, though. Reason 
collected a Green ball over the top, 
his square ball is knocked out for 
corner. Smith then held the resulting 
kick. 

McAllister, proving difficult for the 
home defence to deal with, then laid 
off to Reason on the edge. His curled 
low shot going narrowly wide. 
Moments later Eastleigh were on the 
attack again, it ending in Constable 
slamming into the side-netting. 

The home crowd rallied behind 
their team, demanding an equaliser. 
But it was Eastleigh who were clos¬ 
est to doubling their lead. A Reason 
free-kick deep on the right pinged 
around the box and eventually came 
off the post. 

It’s cleared for a corner and, after 
three consecutive corners, stopper 
Smith is able to collect in and end the 
Spitfires assault. 

Immediately from that Diallo finds 
himself one-on-one with Flitney, but 
the goalkeeper rushed out to ensure 
that Eastleigh’s lead is maintained. 

Just past the hour mark, Richard 
Hill’s side got their second. Much to 


the dismay of the home fans, a Green 
cross was deemed to have hit Gibbs’s 
hand as he rushed to cover the box. 

Referee Adam Hopkins was in no 
doubt and pointed to the spot. 
Fleetwood made no mistake from 12- 
yards, dispatching a powerful kick to 
the right of Smith. 

Aldershot became increasingly 
frustrated and had calls waved away 
for a tackle in the box by Paul Reid 
on Holman. 

Substitute Joe N’Guessan almost 
scored with his first touch, but his 
tame shot was well held by Flitney. 

Aldershot weren’t giving up and 
were pushing all the way to get back 
into it. They were thwarted time and 
time again. 

Eastleigh protected their lead, 
though. N’Guessan had an effort fly 
just wide from the edge of the box 
and Forbes tried his luck again from 
just outside box, but Flitney is again 
alert and saves.

AN EXTENDED interna¬ 
tional break with no

Just how they cope, and how they deal with 
facing some of the Premier League’s giants, is 
| going to define their season. 

Before looking too far ahead, it’s important 
not to underestimate the importance of the 
Aston Villa game. 

WIMHABLE 

If you take an overview of the fixture list then 
you have to say this is the last game of a run of 
matches that look winnable. Even being away 
from home, with the form Saints have been in 
and with Villa suffering pretty much the oppo¬ 
site, you have to fancy Ronald Koeman’s men. 

If they can pull off another win and bag 
another three points it will be vital. 

It will just restart that momentum and belief 
again after the international break, as well as 
maintain that little point cushion they have 
built over a number of sides. 

On top of that, it really allows them to go into 
: that run of games against the Manchester 
I clubs and Arsenal with the pressure very 
much off. 

Koeman can say that Saints have pretty 
much achieved as much as could ever have 
j been hoped for in those winnable matches, by 

5 virtue of the fact they have won almost all of 
, them. 

It allows them to still have an underdog men- 
jk tality against these massive sides and to play 
with freedom and to express themselves. 

Saints will not change their game for any- 
v body, which has been such an endearing part 
of Koeman’s philosophy since taking over at 
the club, but if they have no fear of defeat it 
:*3 makes victory all the more possible. 

In a one off game you wouldn’t worry about 
3 Saints coming up against anybody at the 


moment. Realistically 
they are not going to 
win every game 
between now and 
the end of the sea¬ 
son, but if they 
can get a decent 
points haul 
from that triple 
header on the 
back of a victo¬ 
ry of Villa then 
what an amaz¬ 
ing position 

they will be in. 

These two months are going to be very dif¬ 
ferent for the club. 

Koeman has spoken before about the benefit 
his side have had by not playing in Europe. 

It has allowed them generally a full week to 
recover from one match and to prepare for the 
next. 

That has helped heal any niggling injuries 
and allowed Koeman to work on things on the 
training ground. 

The simple maths of the upcoming run tells 
you they won’t have that luxury. 

As such the squad is bound to get stretched. 

If Adam Rant has one fear for Saints it is 
exactly that. 

The first team will give anybody a game, but 
you don’t have to scratch too far below the 
surface to start to get a little concerned. 

There are some positions, such as centre 
half and central midfield, which you don’t 
worry about too much. 

But the attacking midfield and striker posi¬ 
tions are more troublesome. 

Shane Long has generally been the man who 
has had to start on the bench when everybody 
else is fit and firing and is a more than able 
player to come into a multitude of positions, 
but when you go beyond him and with James 
Ward-Prowse and Jay Rodriguez still out, the 
cupboard looks a little more bare. 

Likewise, Graziano Pelle is likely to get a one 
game ban at some stage having already massed 
four yellow cards this season, and his absence 
would be a huge loss. 

It’s not only his goals and physical presence, 
but the fact that, like Rickie Lambert before 
him, he is so integral to the way Saints 
play .Long can fill that gap, but it would mean a 
change in style, which of course is never that 
easy to adapt to when you don’t have that full 
week to work on it at Staplewood. 

It’s why this is such a crucial stage of the sea¬ 
son. 

If Saints can come through this still doing 
well, still riding high in the table, then you 
have to, simply have to, believe that they are 
going to achieve something special this season. 

But what is for sure is that their credentials 
are going to be well and truly examined in the 
coming weeks. 

It’s all rather exciting.

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THREE-AND-A-HALF weeks after he was 
forced off early by a hamstring problem 
in Eastleigh’s FA Cup win at 
Kidderminster Harriers, Jamie Colins site 
down for this interview having just taken 
a foil-part in the day’s training session. 
His speedy recovery is a relief, for the 
30 year-old has had his fill of sitting on 
the side-lines. 

An injury sustained towards the end of the 
Spitfires’ Conference South title winning sea¬ 
son didn’t only cost Collins his place for that 
campaign’s final six matches (though the lin¬ 
gering disappointment of missing the run-in 
causes the midfielder’s mind to play tricks on 
him as he reflects on the “downer” that was 
not being able to play “probably the last ten 
games of the season”), writes PAUL MCNA¬ 
MARA. 

The former Havant & Waterlooville man 
takes up the story: “I don”t know the exact 
diagnosis (of the injury he picked up in the 
April 5 clash against Whitehawk). 

“The tendon going from my quad into my 
knee -1 had a grade three tear in that. I had it 
the previous season, but never really had a 
scan or was looked after while I was at Forest 
Green so I never really knew what the prob¬ 
lem was. 

“It was a massive blow (to miss the champi¬ 
onship clinching fixtures). You’re still part of 
it, but when the lads are celebrating it’s hard 
to share that emotion. They’ve still got the 
adrenaline running through them from hav¬ 
ing played the game. But I still played a big 
part in it and it was still great to win it. 

“I didn’t have a scan until we came back. I 
didn’t do anything over the summer or during 
pre-season.” 

Indeed, Collins’ pre-season match action was 
restricted to a 17 minute outing against 
Crawley Town on July 26, even though he 
declares that at that stage he “wasn’t fit” and 
the purpose of getting on to the pitch was sim¬ 
ply to “see how it (the injury) reacted”. 


FAITH 


It was some show of faith, then, when 
Spitfires boss Richard Hill selected the mid¬ 
fielder, with just one week’s training under 
his belt, to play against Gateshead in the 
team’s third game of the season on August 16. 
Collins, though, suggests that his manager 
has every right to be confident in all of his 
players’ ability to return and hit the ground 
running. 

“I hadn’t really trained up until that point, 
but Stanners (Craig Stanley) had picked up an 
injury and the gaffer chucked me in. I felt 
very, very tired but it was good getting 
through the game, and since then that injury 
has been fine. 

“It’s obviously good to know that the manag¬ 
er trusts you. I think with the squad we’ve got, 
and the experience in there, he can do that 
with anyone. Some of the other boys have 
been out for six or seven weeks and come 
straight back into the team.” 

When he did get back into the fray, Collins 
linked up with an Eastleigh team that had 
emerged triumphant from its opening two 
fixtures. A spell of three wins in 12 followed 
- albeit five of those games ended all¬ 
square. Since losing at Barnet on October 
4, however, the Spitfires have won five and 
drawn one in league and cup. 

As part of the Newport County side that 
in 2010 made the same jump from 
Conference South into Conference > 
Premier, Collins is well placed 
to judge his current side’s 
start to life in non-league’s 
top-tier. 




“We had a great first game of the season 
(winning 3-0 at Nuneaton), and then a great 
result against Aldershot (a 1-0 victory), but 
then we struggled in a couple of the bigger 
away games at Macclesfield and Wrexham 
where, I think, we were maybe a little bit too 
open. After making a relatively good start we 
had thought that if we conceded two we could 
always score three. Playing against some of the 
clubs (in this league) you’re never going to do 
that. 

“We maybe have gone a bit more direct than 
we were earlier on, but it seems to 
be working.” 

Collins’ switch to the left of 
midfield from his usual 
spot in the middle has been 
an integral feature of the 
Spitfires’ newly “solid” 
look. It is a role that the ex- 
Aldershot player has adapt¬ 
ed to both effortlessly and 
extremely effectively. 

“There’s obviously quite a big 
difference (between playing the 
two positons). It’s the first time 
I’fve ever really played that role. 
The manager wanted to do that 



against Bristol Rovers (a 
game that Eastleigh drew 
1-1 on September 30), in 
order to be a bit more 
solid. It seemed to work. 

We hit a lot of diagonal 
passes and I won a lot of 
headers. 

“Stanners (who returned 
to the team against Bristol 
Rovers to take a berth in 
the centre of midfield) is a 
similar sort of player to myself. We try to 
break up play, put the ball in behind, and do 
the dirty stuff. He’s done that the whole of his 
career and he’s very good at it.”

Typically, Collins, who is more self-effacing 
than his gregarious personality would suggest, 
deflects any credit for his side”s terrific cur¬ 
rent vein of form towards one of his col¬ 
leagues. 

“For me, I think the main difference has been 
Craig McAllister coming back in. I think he 
gives us that big presence up-top. He wins a lot 
of headers and he puts his body on the line for 
the team. When he came in our form changed. 
That is all credit to him.”

But I have really enjoyed it. 
Every time I’ve not been in 
the squad, or if I’ve been 
injured, I’ve volunteered to 
do it. 

“Sitting there watching 
the game can be a little bit 
frustrating, but when you 
can speak about it and you 
hope people are listening 
it’s easier to get through.” 

If the local radio were 
after some impartial analy¬ 
sis, it’s fair to surmise that 
Collins might not have been 
their first port of call. His 
animated reaction to Ben 
Strevens’ last-gasp FA 
Cup first-round winner 
against Lincoln City has 
become something of an 
internet hit. More 
importantly, Collins’ 
genuine excitement at 
his team’s victory 
proved that foot¬ 
ballers, despite some 
unfair stereotyping, 
really do care about their 
profession. 


“I think if you ask 99.9 per cent of footballers, 
they love the game. It’s one of the best jobs in 
the world. Even though I’m injured I’m still 
part of the team. To get a last minute winner 
in the FA Cup is one of the best things you can 
do. 

“I want to be out there playing, but if I’m not 
I want the team to win. It’s no different to if I’m 
on the bench or dropped from the squad. I still 
want the team to win because I like all the boys 
and it’s our job.”

That enthusiasm for football shines 
through in Collins’ on-pitch 
demeanour, always playing with a 9 
smile on his face and fully 
immersed in his job. Asked if that f 
reflects his feelings about the game, 
the player whose career path began 
at Watford, is unequivocal. 

“I think training lasts probably an 
hour-and-a-half, two hours max a day. 
You’re running around kicking a ball 
about and you’re with a lot of your 
mates.

When I do score, though, they seem to be 
quite important goals. Last year it was 
Dover in the last minute in the FA 
Trophy (to win the game 3-2 and put 
Eastleigh through to the quarter-finals). I 
scored against Bath when we were down 
to ten men (the decisive goal in a 2-1 
league victory). 

“It’s one of the best feelings in football 
scoring a goal. I get as much enjoyment 
when we keep a clean sheet, but when the 
goals do come it’s a special feeling - espe¬ 
cially when you don’t score that many of 
them. The more I score the better it is for 
me and for the team.” 

Collins’ three strikes so far this season 
have all been crucial towards the Spitfires 
accumulation of league points. Turning his 
thoughts towards the FA Cup, however, 
Hill’s first recruit of summer 2013 is sensing 
the excitement building around his club. 

Cup fever is something with which Collins 
is keenly familiar. Part of the Havant & 
Waterlooville team that dumped Swansea 
City out of the FA Cup on the way to an 
Anfield meeting with Liverpool in the 2008 
competition, Collins’ giant-killing pedigree 
doesn’t end there. 

Tentatively considering what would repre¬ 
sent his favoured third round draw, should 
the Spitfires overcome Southport in their 
forthcoming second round tie, Collins initial¬ 
ly plumps for the club he supports, West Ham. 
That is until he swiftly recalls: “I have played 
away at West Ham with Aldershot so I’ve done 
that.” 

He modestly neglects to mention that the 
Shots won that 2011 League Cup first round tie 
in front of a near 20,000 crowd at Upton Park. 
Indeed, Collins went on to feature in the fourth 
round tie when Manchester United brought the 
north Hampshire club’s run to an end, thanks to 
goals scored by Dimitar Berbatov, Michael 
Owen and Luis Antonio Valencia. 

After a pause Collins concludes that he’d like 
to pit his wits against another of the Premier 
League’s superpowers this time around.

could never do in another job. 

“I love it. I love the banter - although not so 
much the running! The banter side and getting 
around the lads is what makes football foot¬ 
ball.” 

No less plain than his passion for playing his 
chosen sport is Collins’ mischievous nature 
which, he agrees, can come in handy in the 
heat of battle. 

“I think it’s a lot easier when you’re winning 
to give opponents a little bit of stick. 

It is always nice to get a little reac¬ 
tion out of them. Sometimes it 
does change a game in your 
favour. 

“I’m one of those players who 
will do anything to win a game. 
If that means bending the rules 
a little bit then so be it. That’s 
just my personality really. I just 
like to talk!” 

He also has a certain relish 
goal-scoring. Moreover, 
Collins is prone to hitting 
the target at key 
moments. 

“I don’t score that 
many goals when 
I play in cen¬ 
tre-midfield. 


“I’d probably say Arsenal away. You’d get 
50,000 there and earn a bit of money for the club. 
The boys would get to play against a strong team 
- and I like collecting sporting memorabilia so I 
could add another shirt to the collection! It 
would be a great day out for the fans as well.” 

That is all speculation, though. Collins, speak¬ 
ing before Southport had toppled League Two 
Dagenham & Redbridge in a first round replay, 
acknowledged that whoever the Spitfires were 
to play next will provide tough opposition. 

“We feel we can beat either side but, at their 
place, they will feel they can beat us. We’ll be 
confident going into the game though. It’s 53 
always exciting for a player in the FA Cup.” 

While the buzz of that competition - and all of 
its magical possibilities - provides a fascinating 
sideshow, it is Eastleigh’s league position of 
10th, but just four points off a play-off spot and 
with games in hand on every one of the teams 
above them, that is testament to the calibre of 
squad that Hill has assembled at the Silverlake 
Stadium. 

“You look at the league table and it’s a little bit 
false. It’s very tight. We’ve got a couple of 
games in hand and if we win those then we can 
go third or fourth. The squad is strong. You 
look at the experience we’ve got through the 
side. 

“For us to be up there in our first season, and 
it is still extremely early I know, but I can’t see 
us fading away. If we can be there in the mix at 
the end of the season it would be a great achieve¬ 
ment.”

ENGLAND’S tour of South 
Africa next winter will last 72 
days, the England and Wales 
Cricket Board has confirmed. 

The tour, which will be 
made up of four Tests, five 
one-day internationals and 
two Twenty20s, spans 
December, January and 
February 2015-16. 

England are due to arrive in 
South Africa on December 11 
and anyone who remains 
until the final T20 on 
February 21 will have gone 
the 72-day distance. 

“Any tour of South Africa is 
special and as the Proteas 
currently set the benchmark 
in Test and ODI cricket it will 
be a real challenge which our 
emerging team will relish,” 
managing director Paul 
Downton said. 

“We can be assured of fan¬ 
tastic support in South Africa 
from the thousands of loyal 
supporters who always fol¬ 
low us around the country - 
particularly at the Boxing 
Day Test in Durban and the 
New Year Test at Newlands 
in Cape Town.”

ENGLAND have long lauded the 
virtue of their bespoke winter 
in preparation for next year’s 
World Cup - but leg one in Sri 
Lanka is likely to prove an 
especially awkward assign¬ 
ment. 

Alastair Cook’s tourists will play 
exclusively 50-over cricket en route 
to England’s latest attempt to win a 
one-day international global tourna¬ 
ment, in Australia and New Zealand 
next February and March. 

Yet in taxing conditions hardly 
akin to what they will face down 
under, they - and their captain in 
particular - may have more to lose 
than gain. 

National selector James Whitaker 
was at pains to say that Cook was 
the man, not only for this short trip 
to the sub-continent but the longer 
one to the southern hemisphere 
starting in January, when he 
announced an initial 16-man 
squad almost two 
months early, and - 
England must hope - 
culminating in this 
country’s first World 
Cup triumph at the end 
of March.

TALKING PUNTS: SRI LANKA v ENGLAND 


A tri-series engagement in the host 
country in January is the result of 
player feedback after a previous 
failed World Cup bid, in the West 
Indies in 2007. 

While the trip to Sri Lanka provides 
the right format, however, it is sure 
to test and promote vastly different 
skills from those which will prevail in 
Australia and New Zealand. 

England’s carefully tailored schedule 
could yet be leading them down a 
blind alley. 

CHILL, CHAPS - There was more 
than a whiff of discord between 
these teams last summer. 

Sri Lanka felt aggrieved over the 
treatment of Sachithra Senanayake 
when the off-spinner’s bowling 
action came under suspicion; then 
Jos Buttler controversially paid with 
his wicket at Edgbaston, when he 
tried to get a flying start and was run 
out backing up. 

England, under Cook, did themselves 
few favours when they got hot under 
the collar on the way to a 5-0 series 
defeat in India three winters back. He 
may want to bear that in mind for 
team talks this time round. 


World Cup - were a calculated 
riposte to the opinions of high-pro¬ 
file former players. 

Critiques expressed by Graeme 
Swann and Michael Vaughan, based 
largely on Cook’ sub-80 ODI strike 
rate, did not amount to a reasoned 
argument - on the basis the England 
captain’s tempo is mirrored by at 
least one frontline batsman in most 
current opposition teams. 

RILED 

Nonetheless, the captain was riled 
during the 3-1 home defeat against 
India which concluded his summer 
and needs to restate his effective¬ 
ness in the format in Sri Lanka over 
the next month. 

Since Whitaker’s unequivocal 
endorsement of Cook’s talents, the 
England and Wales Cricket Board 
has had to navigate another major 
PR battle-field to limit damage over 
the publication of sacked batsman 
Kevin Pieter sen’s autobiography. 

Events back on the field will now 
determine whether more strategies 
have to be hatched before 
Christmas. 

Defeat in Sri Lanka, against oppo¬ 
nents who beat England 3-2 in an 
occasionally fractious series last 
summer, would not necessarily 
mean Cook’s position and his team’s 
World Cup aspirations get trashed 
again. 

What England cannot afford, 
though, is to be played off the park 
by a team who have just suffered a 
chastening experience themselves 


after answering all-powerful neigh¬ 
bours India’s urgent request to fill 
the gap left in their schedule by the 
West Indies’ mid-tour defection. 

England’s intention is to confirm a 
15-man squad, almost immediately 
after the conclusion of the seven- 
match series, which will travel for a 
triangular tournament against 
India and Australia in January and 
will also - barring injuries - be the 
one which contests the World Cup. 

Plan A therefore will be rou¬ 
tine confirmation of Cook as 
captain of a squad England 
will also hope can contain 
fit-again frontline seamers 
Stuart Broad and James 
Anderson. 

To reach that point, two 
victories out of seven 
sounds like a bare minimum - 
along with an improvement in 
Cook’s productivity at the top of the 
order. 

Dicey weather patterns in Sri 
Lanka may mean the series outcome 
is curtailed by one early no-result. 

A scoreline of 4-2 to the hosts or 3- 
3 is hardly one England will admit to 
as the limit of their ambitions at the 
outset. 

But if achieved, it could yet be a 
means to an end for two teams still 
tinkering with World Cup personnel 
and permutations - and it would not 
in itself signify that Cook’s England 
are off course for an acceptable 
showing in this winter’s main event. 

Both they and Sri Lanka have 
much work to do before they head 
south. 

The hosts must marry their own 


evolving squad with the expertise of 
their brilliant old-guard batsmen 
Kumar Sangakkara and Mahela 
Jayawardene. 

Sri Lanka are at present without 
the key element of Lasith Malinga’s, 
pictured, brilliant pace variations 
but hope to have him back from 
injury in time for the World Cup. 

POTENTIAL 

England’s prospects are 
vastly enhanced by 
Malinga’s absence as they 
continue to put faith in the 
enticing potential of Jos 
Buttler as a limited-overs 
game-changer at the high¬ 
est level and Moeen Ali’s 
all-round development. 

Ben Stokes is another for 
whom the winter of 2014/15 will 
reveal much, while the middle- 
order form of Ian Bell and Eoin 
Morgan may also be decisive. 

If England are to be badly exposed, 
their most likely weak suit is the 
one shorn temporarily of Anderson 
and Broad. 

The remaining seam attack is 
short on international experience, 
and it will be surprising if it does not 
prove vulnerable at some stage. 

Cook can only hope that particular 
hazard does not define the tour. 

If it does not, and he makes some 
runs at a decent rate, the selectors 
may yet be able to sign off for 
Christmas by naming their World 
Cup squad from a position of rela¬ 
tive strength.

RECALLED Ravi Bopara is out to 
“have some fun” in Sri Lanka as 
he sets his sights on a prominent 
role in England’s World Cup win¬ 
ter. 

There was an outcry among 
some pundits when England sur¬ 
prisingly left the 29-year-old, pic¬ 
tured below, out of their Royal 
London Series squad against India 
at the end of last summer. 

But after losing that encounter 3- 
1, and attracting plenty of criti¬ 
cism along the way, the selectors 
wasted no time re-introducing him 
for this first assignment of a pro¬ 
gramme designed to help lead 
England to World Cup glory for the 
first time in their history at the end 
of March.

Bopara, only 
four shy of 150 
limited-overs 
international caps, 
is an obvious fit 
for conditions in 
which his skiddy 
variations of pace 
and power-hitting 
down the order could 
well prove invaluable. 

He did figure in the 
three-run Twenty20 
victory over India at 
Edgbaston with which 
England ended their 
summer in the absence 
of Alastair Cook, who 
captains in Tests and 
ODIs but not the shortest 
format. 

The Essex pair are 
reunited in preparation for 
this seven-match series 
against a Sri Lanka team 
who were ‘rewarded’, for fill 
ing the gap left in 
India's schedule 
by the defecting

Bopara, delighted to be 
back as England dodged the 
afternoon storms of 
Colombo’s rainy season to 
get an initial training session 
under their belts on 
Tuesday, made it abundant¬ 
ly clear afterwards just 
how characteristically 
excited he is about the 
opportunity ahead. 

He is hardly the first to 
identify England’s “per¬ 
fect” preparation for the 
2015 World Cup, but with 
Bopara there is never any 
doubting his sincerity. 

“It’s ideal in the run-up to 


the World Cup,” he said. 

“The last thing you want is Test 
matches in between, the team 
getting jigged around and chang¬ 
ing your tempos. 

“I don’t think there’s any T20s 
either, so it’s the perfect tempo 
for us to get used to.” 

It is a moot point whether the 
requirements of Sri Lanka condi¬ 
tions can help attune England to 
what will be required in Australia 
and New Zealand early next year. 

It is arguable too Bopara gets his 
chance specifically because of the 
location - and he is confident 
there will be plenty of time to 
adapt in due course. 

“What’s even better is we go to 
Australia and play a series out 
there - a triangular series, get 
used to the conditions against two 
of probably the best teams in the 
world,” he said. 

Before then, England cannot 
afford to be found badly wanting 
against hosts who need to get 
back on track themselves. 

Bopara senses it is no bad thing 
that England must first be 
resourceful, in difficult climes, to 
arrest Cook’s alarming run of 
series defeats as ODI captain - 
and then set about finding their 
feet Down Under when the time 
comes. 

“I think these conditions are 
good for us,” said Bopara. 

“In the past we’ve struggled on 
the sub continent. But I think our 
bowlers come more into it on 
Australian decks, where we’ve got 
a bit of bounce and pace. 

“Our batters will like a bit of 
bounce and pace on the ball as 
well, so it suits our style of play - 
and yeah, we’ve got a chance out 
there.

“Seven one-dayers is a lot 
^ of cricket. When you’re talk- 
ing about getting used to 
conditions, we’ve got that 
* triangular series just before 
the World Cup - that will be 
the time to really get used to 
them.” 

There was an ominous hint of a 
possible full stop, before the age 
of 30, when England’s new guard 
dispensed with Bopara against 
India. 

But it would be an anti-climax 
indeed if his career were to end 
before he has properly cashed in 
himself and ultimately repaid 
England’s long investment in his 
talents. 

He has other ideas, and said: 
“Obviously I was disappointed 
during the summer. But that’s life 
and I’ve got a great opportunity 
here. 

“I don’t see it as putting pressure 
on myself and cementing my 
place. I see it as an opportunity 
and a good time to have fun. 

“You sort of realise when you get 
dropped from the side what it 
really means to you. 

“You should play every game like 
it’s your last, and really enjoy it.”

FORMER England star Kevin 
Pietersen has offered to partic¬ 
ipate in school cricket coach¬ 
ing after expressing disap¬ 
pointment in falling participa¬ 
tion levels. 

The England and Wales 
Cricket Board revealed the 
results of its National Playing 
Survey this week, showing a 
seven per cent decrease in par¬ 
ticipation among the over-14s. 

Total playing numbers in 
2014 were recorded at 844,000, 
down from 908,000 for the pre¬ 
vious season. 

The announcement has been 
met with consternation within 
the game. 

Former Hampshire player 
Pietersen, below, whose own 
participation levels this year 
fell somewhat following his 
sacking by England, took to 
Twitter to have his say. 

In a series of messages, the 
country’s leading internation¬ 
al run scorer wrote of his dis¬ 
may at the figures and even 
opened the door to some grass¬ 
roots work himself. 

“Been off 
Twitter for a 
while, but 
couldn’t stay 
off when I 
heard about 
today’s 
announce¬ 
ment re drop 
off in cricket 
participation 
over here,” he said. 

“We’ve got a fantastic pool of 
talent here in UK & thought of 
kids dropping out & not fulfill¬ 
ing potential is frightening & 
needs changing. 

“Any school cricket coaches 
or after school clubs doing 
winter training, tweet me and 
I’ll pick a couple next week to 
join you...? 



“We need to encourage peo¬ 
ple of all ages to take part. 
£ILoveCricket.” 

Pietersen’s offer is sure to 
gain plenty of interest, his star 
power apparently undimmed 
by his removal from the inter¬ 
national scene and the subse¬ 
quent controversies caused by 
his autobiography. 

Announcing the survey 
results, ECB chief operating 
officer Gordon Hollins said: 
“ECB recognised the participa¬ 
tion challenges that have been 
facing all team sports and we 
were determined to gain a 
greater insight into those 
issues and find long term solu¬ 
tions. 

“To do that ECB changed the 
way in which it measured par¬ 
ticipation last year and intro¬ 
duced the new National 
Cricket Playing Survey as part 
of our wider efforts to gain a 
greater understanding of what 
drives grassroots cricket par¬ 
ticipation. 

“Thanks to an excellent 
response ECB now has a much 
clearer picture than ever 
before of who plays recreation¬ 
al cricket, what type of cricket 
they prefer to play, when they 
want to play it, and we are now 
setting about finding ways in 
which we can best address 
their needs going forward.”

NICO Rosberg grabbed a crucial pole 
position ahead of Mercedes team¬ 
mate Lewis Hamilton in the build-up to 
the title-deciding Abu Dhabi Grand 
Prix. 

For the 11th time this season 
Rosberg again held the upper hand in 
qualifying over Hamilton, who was 
forced to settle for second best at the 
Yas Marina circuit. 

Hamilton was quickest in the first 
and second sessions, yet it was 
Rosberg who pulled out the vital lap 
when it mattered most in the top-ten 
shoot-out with a time of one minute 
40.480secs - four tenths of a second 
faster than the Briton. 

Heading into qualifying the Mercedes 
duo had found themselves head and 
shoulders above their rivals, but come 
the one-lap clash they came under 
pressure from Williams. 

In Q2, Valtteri Bottas and Felipe 
Massa were sandwiched by the duo, 
with Hamilton out in front and Rosberg 
down in fourth. 

Rosberg needs a helping hand from 
either man in the race as he can take 
the title with a victory, providing 
Hamilton is third or worse. 

But the Williams pair could only man¬ 
age third and fourth on the grid, with 
the Finn just under two tenths of a 
second behind Hamilton and less than 
a tenth ahead of Massa. 

It means there may yet be a twist in 
the tail in this season-long battle 
between the Mercedes pair, with 
Hamilton’s 17-point cushion over 
Rosberg under threat given double 
points are controversially on offer for 
this race. 

Assessing the situation, Rosberg 
said: “It was a great day again today, it 
all worked out well. 

“I put a good lap together in the end, 
but it’s only one very small step. It’s 
about the championship, not about the 
pole. 

“I was hoping for a Williams to be 
between us, it didn’t happen, but 
hopefully that can be the case tomor¬ 
row. 

“My mindset now is I need to get the 
job done, to continue with the form I 
showed at the last race in Brazil. In 
any case I’m sure it will be a great 
race.” 

Hamilton felt he “generally didn’t 
have the best of laps,” but added: “It 
was still a really good qualifying, I real¬ 
ly enjoyed it.” 

Bottas may yet be the fly in the oint¬ 
ment, although he said: “In the race 
Mercedes normally have a bit more in 
hand than they do on a Saturday, so it 
could be difficult. 

“If something happens and we have 
the pace then there is no doubt we 
can move forward.” 

Behind the leading quartet Red Bull’s 
Daniel Ricciardo starts fifth ahead of 
team-mate Sebastian Vettel in his last 
event for the Milton Keynes-based 
marque before joining Ferrari. 

Toro Rosso’s Daniil Kvyat is seventh, 
with Jenson Button, potentially taking 
part in his last race, with McLaren 
Group CEO Ron Dennis yet to make a 
decision on who will partner Fernando 
Alonso in his driver line-up for 2015, 
eighth. 

Ferrari duo Kimi Raikkonen and 
Alonso are on the fifth row of the grid, 
with the Finn scoring a rare qualifying 
success over the Spaniard.

NICO Rosberg has urged 
Lewis Hamilton to keep it 
clean in their Formula One 
world title showdown in 
Abu Dhabi tomorrow. 

The warning came ahead of 
their end-of-season clash at 
the Yas Marina circuit being 
dubbed the ‘Duel in the 
Desert’. 

It was a reminder from 
Rosberg to Hamilton to play 
fair, despite the contentious 
issues that may have 
occurred between the duo 
over the course of the past few 
months. 

In particular, Rosberg’s 
manoeuvre in qualifying in 
Monaco when he appeared to 
make a mistake before reversing 
back on track, so ensuring him¬ 
self of pole position in the 
process, has been deemed deliber¬ 
ate by many seasoned observers. 

A few months later at the 
Belgian Grand Prix, Rosberg, pic¬ 
tured right, deliberately opted not 
to pull out of a crash with 
Hamilton who was later forced to 
retire from the race with damage 
sustained in the incident. 

With Hamilton in control of the 
current situation as he has a 17- 
point lead over Rosberg, he could 
easily decide to take matters into 
his own hands, as has occasional¬ 
ly been the way in FI in the past. 

Asked whether it would be a 
totally clean fight, Hamilton 
replied: “Yeah, I don’t really 
know what else to say.

GOING DOWN TO THE WIRE 

SIX OF THE BEST FORMULA ONE TITLE DECIDERS 


TOMORROW sees a potentially 
thrilling climax in store to this 
season’s Formula One world 
championship between 
Mercedes rivals Lewis 
Hamilton and Nico Rosberg. 

Hamilton has the edge with a 17- 
point cushion to Rosberg going 
into the final race at Abu Dhabi’s 
Yas Marina circuit. 

But with double points contro¬ 
versially available for this race 
the German’s chances of claiming 
his maiden crown have been 
enhanced. 

Here, the Sports Pink reflects on 
six of the best of the sport's most- 
exciting title deciders of the past. 

2008 Brazilian Grand Prix 

Going into the race with a seven- 
point lead over Ferrari’s Felipe 
Massa, Hamilton, then with 
McLaren, knew fifth at worst 
would be enough to secure him 
the crown even if his rival won. 

On the final lap and with rain 
falling, Hamilton was sixth. Forty 
seconds ahead of him Massa 
crossed the line to take the victo¬ 
ry, resulting in huge celebrations 
in the Ferrari garage and in the 
grandstands at the latter’s home 
circuit of Interlagos. But in the 
most dramatic of circumstances 
on the final corner, Hamilton 
passed Toyota’s Timo Glock to 
take the fifth place he needed and 
with it the title. 

2007 Brazilian Grand Prix 

A year earlier Hamilton held a 
four-point lead over McLaren 
team-mate Fernando Alonso and 
was seven clear of Ferrari’s Kimi 
Raikkonen. From second on the 
grid, Hamilton endured a 
wretched first lap, dropping to 
eighth. 

On lap six it went from bad to 
worse as Hamilton’s car lost 
power, only for it to get going 
again, by which time he was 18th. 
Despite a brave attempt to claw 
his way back, Hamilton could 


only finish seventh behind winner 
Raikkonen, with Alonso third, 
leaving both McLaren men a point 
behind the Finn. 

1997 European Grand Prix 

A point was all that separated 
Ferrari's Michael Schumacher 
and Williams rival Jacques 
Villeneuve going into their clash 
in Jerez. 

Schumacher dominated for the 
majority of the race until lap 48, 
when Villeneuve attempted a pass 
- only for the two to collide. 
Schumacher was forced to retire, 
and although Villeneuve’s car 
was damaged, he was able to fin¬ 
ish third and claim the champi¬ 
onship. 

Schumacher was later excluded 
from the drivers’ standings after 
he was found guilty of deliberate¬ 
ly causing an accident. 

1994 Australian Grand Prix 

Three years earlier Schumacher 
escaped punishment for what 
many to this day believe was 
another deliberate act on 
Williams’ Damon Hill at the 
Adelaide street circuit. 


Again a point was the thin divid¬ 
ing line between the duo ahead of 
a race where the defining moment 
arrived on lap 36. With 
Schumacher leading, but Hill 
closing, the German went off 
track and clipped a wall. As he 
returned, Hill attempted to over¬ 
take, but with the duo running 
into another. Schumacher retired 
immediately, whilst Hill limped 
back to the pits where he and his 
championship dreams also 
retired. 

1986 Australian Grand Prix 

Again Adelaide was the scene of 
high drama, and cruel luck for 
Nigel Mansell. 

Leading McLaren’s Alain Prost 
and Williams’ teammate Nelson 
Piquet in the standings, Mansell 
was on course for the title as he 
was running a sufficient second 
with 19 laps remaining, only for 
his left-rear tyre to explode and 
send him out of the race. That left 
race-leader Piquet as favourite, 
only for Williams to call him in for 
a tyre change given their con¬ 
cerns over the rubber as Keke 
Rosberg had also retired with a 


puncture the lap before, allowing 
Prost to take up the lead. 

Although Piquet pushed hard, 
he finished 4.2 seconds adrift at 
the finish, giving the Frenchman 
the title. 

1964 Mexican Grand Prix 

Arguably the most dramatic of 
all the last-day finales. 

Again three drivers were 
involved, all Britons in Graham 
Hill, John Surtees and Jim Clark, 
with the latter duo five and nine 
points adrift of the former respec¬ 
tively. 

With Clark leading from pole, 
Hill’s hopes were hit when 
Surtees’ Ferrari teammate 
Lorenzo Bandini ran into the back 
of him. Clark seemed assured of 
the title, only for his engine to 
seize on the penultimate lap. 
Surtees was third at the time, but 
needed second for the title, with 
Bandini holding that position. 

As the Italian crossed the line to 
start the last lap, he was ordered 
to slow by his team on the pit wall. 
Bandini obliged, allowing Surtees 
to pass and clinch the champi¬ 
onship by a point over Hill.
